Article  5:  ($1,000  Raised)  The  motion  was  made  by 
John  C.  Keller,  seconded  by  William  L.  Mohr  and  duly 
voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000  for  the 
Littleton  Hospital. 
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Article  6:  ($897.50)  The  motion  was  made  by  Alistair 
D.  MacBain,  seconded  by  Orville  K.  Bassett,  and  duly 
voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $697.50  for 
the  White  Mountain  Reg-ion  Association  and  the  sum  of 
$200  for  the  White  Mountains  93  Association's  "Ski 
93". 

Article  7:  ($4,200  Raised)  The  motion  was  made  by 
Anthony  Pepitone,  seconded  by  Gerald  P.  Sheahan  and 
duly  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,200 
for  Advertising  and/or  Related  Purposes. 

Article  8:  ($1,200  Raised)  The  motion  was  made  by 
John  C.  Keller,  seconded  by  Marjorie  L.  Miller  and 
voted,  without  discussion,  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $1,200  to  maintain  an  Information  Booth  during 
the  Summer  Season  of  1970. 

Article  9 :  ($898  Raised)  The  motion  was  made  by  An- 
thony Pepitone  and  seconded  by  Gerald  P.  Sheahan  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $898.00  for  the  benefit 
of  the  White  Mountain  Community  Services,  Inc.  After 
some  discussion  the  Article  was  voted  and  passed. 

Article  10 :  ($2,500  Raised)  The  motion  was  made  by 
Alistair  D.  MacBain,  seconded  by  Gerald  P.  Sheahan 
and  duly  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$2,500  for  hydrant  repairs  and  moves  and  to  cover  any 
cost  of  repairs  to  town-owned  water  lines. 

Article  11:  ($300  Raised)  The  motion  was  made  by 
John  C.  Keller,  and  seconded  by  Orville  K.  Bassett  to 
authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  increase  The  Plan- 
ning Board  from  five  (5)  to  seven  (7)  members  and  to 
ratify  all  acts  performed  by  The  Planning  Board  au- 
thorized at  the  1969  Bethlehem  Town  Meeting,  also  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $300  to  pay  expenses 
of  the  Board  for  the  ensuing  year.  After  some  discus- 
sion the  Article  was  voted  and  passed. 
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Article  12:  ($50  Raised)  The  motion  was  made  by  An- 
thony Pepitone,  seconded  by  Gerald  P.  Sheahan  and 
duly  voted  to  establish  a  town  Conservation  Commis- 
sion as  set  forth  in  R.S.A.  36-A  and  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $50  to  pay  expenses  of  the  Commission 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  13:  ($500  Raised)  The  motion  was  made  by 
Alistair  D.  MacBain,  seconded  by  Diana  M.  Sheahan 
and  duly  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500 
to  join  the  Littleton  Community  Nurse  Association, 
Inc.  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  14:  ($20,000  Raised)  The  motion  was  made  by 
John  C.  Keller,  seconded  by  Allen  Jackson  and  after 
some  discussion,  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $20,000  toward  the  purchase  of  a  new  pumper 
for  the  Fire  Department,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
voters  of  the  Bethlehem  Village  District  at  their  An- 
nual Meeting. 

Article  15:  The  motion  was  made  by  Anthony  Pepi- 
tone, seconded  by  Charles  H.  Whittier  and  unanimous- 
ly voted  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  borrow 
on  the  credit  of  the  Town  the  sum  of  $20,000,  and  for 
this  purpose  authorize  the  issue  of  Serial  Notes  or 
Bonds  of  the  Town  under  and  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Municipal  Finance  Act  or  any  other 
enabling  authority,  delegating  to  the  Board  of  Select- 
men and  discretion  of  fixing  the  date,  maturities,  de- 
nominations, the  interest  rate  or  discount  rate  in  the 
case  of  notes,  the  place  of  payment,  the  form  and  other 
details  of  said  bonds  or  notes,  and  of  providing  for  the 
sale  thereof,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  voters  of 
the  Bethlehem  Village  District  at  their  Annual  Meet- 
ing. 
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Article  16:  The  motion  was  made  by  Alistair  D.  Mac- 
Bain,  seconded  by  Howard  N.  Keach,  and  duly  voted  to 
authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  borrow  monies 
from  time  to  time,  to  pay  current  maintenance  and  op- 
eration expenses  for  the  ensuing  year,  in  anticipation 
of  taxes. 

Article  17:  ($50  Raised)  The  motion  was  made  by 
John  C.  Keller,  seconded  by  Gerald  P.  Sheahan,  voted 
and  passed  without  discussion,  to  exclude  from  the 
OASI  plan  service  in  any  class  or  classes  of  positions  of 
election  officials  or  election  workers  for  a  calendar  quar- 
ter in  which  the  remuneration  paid  for  such  service  is 
less  than  $50. 

Article  18:  It  was  moved  by  Anthony  Pepitone  and 
seconded  by  John  L.  Stevenson  to  authorize  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  to  sell  property  acquired  by  Deed  of  the 
Tax  Collector.  After  some  discussion  an  amendment 
was  offered  by  Edgar  A.  Davis,  and  seconded  by  Charles 
H.  Whittier  to  add  to  the  Article  "by  sealed  bid  or  at 
public  auction".  The  amendment  was  voted  and  passed. 
The  amended  Article — To  authorize  the  Board  of  Select- 
men to  sell  property  acquired  by  Deed  of  the  Tax  Collec- 
tor by  sealed  bid  or  at  public  auction  was  voted  and 
passed. 

Article  19 :  Acted  upon  by  ballot  vote. 

Article  20:  The  motion  was  made  by  Alistair  D.  Mac- 
Bain  and  seconded  by  Charles  H.  Whittier  to  accept  a 
gift  of  land  and  take  over  a  road  now  owned  by  William 
J.  and  Elizabeth  A.  Reardon,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Board  of  Selectmen.  After  some  discussion  the  Arti- 
cle was  voted  and  passed. 
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Article  21:  The  motion  was  made  by  John  C.  Keller 
and  seconded  by  Alistair  D.  MacBain  to  authorize  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  arrange  a  lease  for  the  exclusive 
use  of  the  property  known  as  "The  Town  Ball  Park"  for 
the  ensuing  year,  subject  to  such  conditions  as  the  Se- 
lectmen may  deem  necessary.  After  considerable  dis- 
cussion an  amendment  was  offered  by  Malcolm  J.  Ste- 
venson and  seconded  by  Alice  Roy,  amending  the  arti- 
cle to  read  "To  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
arrange  a  lease  for  the  exclusive  use  of  the  property 
known  as  'The  Town  Ball  Park'  for  the  ensuing  year, 
from  9  A.M.  to  5  P.M.,  subject  to  such  conditions  as  the 
Selectmen  may  deem  necessary."  The  amendment  was 
voted  and  passed.  The  amended  Article  was  voted  and 
passed. 

Article  22:  The  motion  was  made  by  Alistair  D.  Mac- 
Bain  and  seconded  by  Charles  H.  Whittier  to  authorize 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  arrange  for  the  exclusive  use 
of  the  swimming  pool  during  such  hours  as  it  would 
normally  be  closed  to  the  public.  Under  discussion  of 
this  Article  it  was  pointed  out  that  the  hours  it  was 
normally  closed  to  the  public  was  from  12  noon  to  1  P.M. 
and  from  5  to  6  P.M.  This  Article  was  then  voted  and 
passed. 

Article  23 :  Acted  upon  by  ballot  vote.  —  It  was  noted 
here  by  the  Moderator  that  if  a  recount  was  desired  it 
would  have  to  be  requested  in  writing  and  filed  with  the 
Town  Clerk. 

Under  the  transaction  of  any  other  business  that  may 
come  before  this  meeting  it  was  noted  by  John  C.  Keller 
that  The  Soil  Conservation  Service  has  proposed  a  small 
dam  being  built  on  Gale  River  and  the  Town  would 
share  25%  of  the  cost.  He  further  advised  that  the 
Town  would  have  an  opportunity  to  vote  on  this  at  a 
later  date. 
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At  this  time  Gordon  Ainsworth  and  Bart  Boyndon 
spoke  briefly  on  the  Town  Maps  being  prepared  by  Gor- 
don Ainsworth  Associates,  Inc.  It  was  noted  that  the 
maps  should  be  up-dated  once  every  three  years. 

Raymond  V.  Ritchotte  asked  about  a  1%  discount  be- 
ing allowed  for  early  payment  of  property  taxes,  and 
Harold  A.  McFarland  asked  if  the  Tax  bills  could  be 
sent  out  earlier  this  year.  John  C.  Keller,  answering  for 
the  Selectmen,  stated  they  did  not  anticipate  giving  a 
discount  on  taxes  paid  early,  and  because  of  the  reval- 
uation of  properties  they  did  not  expect  the  tax  bills 
would  go  out  any  earlier  than  last  year. 

Allen  Jackson  asked  about  the  list  of  property  taxes  and 
why  it  did  not  appear  in  the  Town  Report.  He  was  ad- 
vised by  George  T.  Noyes  that  such  a  list  was  available 
in  his  office  for  anyone  who  wished  to  see  it. 

The  Moderator  then  entertained  a  motion  for  adjourn- 
ment which  was  quickly  made  and  seconded,  and  the 
meeting  adjourned  at  9:30  P.M.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  the  Bethlehem 
School  District: 

As  Superintendent  of  Schools,  it  is  with  pleasure  that 
I  submit  my  fifth  annual  report  to  you. 

During  the  past  year  (1969-70)  there  were  200  pupils 
enrolled  at  the  Bethlehem  Elementary  School.  The  aver- 
age membership  was  174.2.  This  school  year  there  are 
190  pupils  attending  school  in  Bethlehem.  There  is  a 
total  of  73  tuition  pupils  registered  in  schools  outside 
the  District.  Of  this  number,  71  are  enrolled  at  Little- 
ton High  School,  1  at  Tilton  School,  and  1  at  the  White 
Mountains  Regional  High  School.  Tuition  rates  this 
year  at  Littleton  are  $800  in  Junior  High,  and  $850  in 
the  High  School.  Tuition  rate  at  the  White  Mountains 
Regional  High  School  is  $825. 

As  you  know,  the  New  Hampshire  State  Department 
of  Education  Minimum  Standards  will  start  to  be  imple- 
mented in  1972.  At  this  time  we,  who  are  associated 
with  the  Bethlehem  School  District,  will  have  many 
decisions  to  make.  It  should  always  be  remembered  that 
the  primary  reason  for  Minimum  Standards  in  New 
Hampshire  is  the  concern  of  our  children.  These  Stand- 
ards are  implemented  for  the  sole  purpose  of  providing 
better  education  for  the  children  in  your  District. 

Your  School  Board  is  conscious  of,  and  has  knowledge 
of,  these  Minimum  Standards.  A  copy  of  the  Standards 
is  in  the  hands  of  your  School  Board  Chairman,  and  dis- 
cussion has  been  held  at  various  meetings.  These  areas 
of  concern,  as  far  as  our  relationship  with  our  elemen- 
tary school  goes,  will  undoubtedly  result  in  increased 
budget  items;  and  the  citizens  of  this  District  will, 
with  their  Board,  have  to  study  the  whole  situation  and 
reach  decisions. 
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With  this  in  mind,  may  an  outline  be  developed  for 
shared  services  in  the  areas  of : 

1.  Guidance  3.  Art 

2.  Physical  Education  4.  Music 

Without  question,  these  services  can  best  be  obtain- 
ed for  our  children  in  the  Bethlehem  School  District, 
by  cooperating  with  the  Lafayette  Regional  School  Sys- 
tem, and  when  necessary,  with  Lisbon  and/or  Littleton. 
Therefore,  it  would  appear  that  joint  meetings  of  the 
Bethlehem  and  Lafayette  Boards  of  Education  should 
continue.  The  services  of  the  Supervisory  Union  Central 
Office  Consultant  in  Elementary  Education  will  always 
be  available. 

It  would  be  well  for  all  of  us  in  Bethlehem  to  under- 
stand the  services  that  are  performed  by  our  Central 
Office.  Because  of  our  enlarged  Supervisory  Union,  we 
are  receiving  many  services  that  relate  both  directly 
and  indirectly  to  our  children  here  in  Bethlehem.  We 
have  an  Assistant  Superintendent,  Mr.  Joseph  Joseph, 
in  charge  of  personnel,  recruitment,  salary,  withhold- 
ing, fringe  benefits,  teacher  training,  etc.  Mr.  Bruce 
Moore,  the  Business  Administrator,  orders  our  mate- 
rials and  supplies,  and  it  should  be  noted  that  compared 
to  other  units,  we  are  receiving  at  present,  because  of 
bulk  purchasing  for  many  of  the  School  Districts,  a  6% 
decrease  in  the  cost  of  supplies.  Mr.  Moore  also  relates 
to  us  in  the  area  of  transportation  (meeting  the  stand- 
ards and  such) ,  and  in  carrying  out  the  many  functions 
in  this  area. 

Our  Teacher  Consultant,  Mrs.  Rita  Besaw,  coordi- 
nates all  the  elementary  programs  in  a  most  modern 
and  efficient  manner  from  Lancaster  to  Landaff.  Thus, 
we  are  finding  that  the  elementary  program  is  moving 
in  a  most  direct  manner  that  will  make  the  implemen- 
tation of  standards  much  less  severe  than  would  be  ordi- 
narily anticipated  with  the  1972  dateline. 
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Mr.  Daniel  Worcester  is  in  charge  of  Pupil  Personnel, 
and  deals  with  those  children  who  have  special  prob- 
lems. 

It  should  be  noted  that  these  people  work  with,  and 
for,  all  of  our  children  —  those  who  attend  the  Littleton 
and  White  Mountains  Regional  High  Schools,  as  well  as 
those  here  in  Bethlehem. 

Citizens  of  Bethlehem  are  always  welcome  to  visit 
the  Central  Office.  You  should  visit  the  office,  talk  with 
the  staff,  and  note  the  activities  that  go  on.  We  are  all 
citizens  of  this  greater  community. 

Mr.  May  and  his  staff  should  be  highly  commended 
for  the  many  innovative  programs  that  have  been 
effected  in  the  Bethlehem  School  —  both  through  their 
own  efforts,  and  by  coordinating  community  resources. 
(See  Principal's  Report.)  They  are  accomplishing,  in  a 
very  able  manner,  the  aims  that  we  constantly  desire 
for  our  children  at  elementary  grade  levels.  Also  to  be 
commended  are  the  interested  citizens  of  your  town  who 
have  helped  establish  (and  presently  staff)  the  Multi 
Media  Center  —  offering  3  hours  of  library  and  media 
services  daily. 

In  closing,  I  want  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Beth- 
lehem Board  of  Education  for  their  efforts  and  coopera- 
tion. I  also  wish  to  thank  Mr.  May  and  his  staff  for  their 
concern  for  the  needs  of  the  children  who  attend  Beth- 
lehem Elementary  School,  and  their  interest  in  the  over- 
all plan  of  education  that  is  developing  in  Supervisory 
Union  No.  35.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 

The  staff  has  continued  to  up-date  and  up-grade  their 
education  with  faculty  members  attending  Educational 
Extension  Courses  and  conferences  and  workshops.  Six 
members  attended  nine  courses  during  the  past  year. 

Bethlehem  School's  student  enrollment  grew  steadily 
throughout  the  year. 

Many  program  changes  and  additional  programs 
were  made  possible  through  the  combined  efforts  of 
the  Board  of  Education  and  the  Supervisory  Union 
Office. 

Bethlehem  School  had  the  following  consultants 
available  during  this  year,  Mr.  Dan  Worcester,  Pupil 
Personnel;  Mrs.  Rita  Besaw,  Curriculum  Consultant 
and  Mrs.  Kathleen  Brown,  Hot  Lunch  Consultant.  These 
people  worked  closely  with  the  staff  of  the  Bethlehem 
School. 

Mrs.  Juanita  Gilpin,  School  Nurse,  continued  to  serve 
the  students  in  an  efficient  manner  and  provided  great 
assistance  in  implementing  a  Drug  Program.  She  also 
reached  out  into  the  community  to  serve  our  youth  and 
to  bring  the  school  and  family  together,  to  solve  school 
problems   concerning  troubled   students. 

Mrs.  Marion  Callender  continued  to  involve  students 
in  her  music  programs.  The  programs  have  continued 
to  improve  greatly  over  the  past  few  years  as  the  chil- 
dren have  developed  under  her  guidance. 

Mr.  William  McKenna  has  continued  to  make  im- 
provements in  our  school.  As  the  enrollment  increased, 
the  wear  and  tear  increased.  Mr.  McKenna  has  con- 
tinued to  develop  and  improve  a  maintenance  program. 
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Mrs.  Lucie  Brooks  and  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Jackie  have 
continued  to  prepare  hot  lunches  for  the  students  and 
faculty.  The  increase  in  student  enrollment  has  also  in- 
creased the  number  of  students  participating  in  the  hot 
lunch  program. 

Mrs.  Eva  Miller  attended  a  secretarial  conference  and 
is  a  trained  teacher's  aide.  She  is  also  the  instructor  for 
the  Bethlehem  School  Small  Office  Secretarial  Class. 
With  the  additional  students,  projects  and  funds,  Mrs. 
Miller's  job  of  secretary  has  increased  in  workload  and 
has  demanded  more  sophistication.

9.  Planned  and  implemented  Multi  Media  Center. 

10.  Foreign  Language  program,  7-8,  boys  and  girls. 

11.  Career  Guidance,  7th  grade  (Littleton  High 
School  Guidance  Personnel). 

12.  Jr.  Ski  program  combined  with  multiple  activities 
program  —  Home  Economics,  Phys.  Ed.,  Art,  Tutoring. 
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13.  Library,  staffed  by  community,  open  three  hours 
each  day.

Throughout  the  year  several  films  and  talks  were 
given  to  the  students  regarding  dental  health.  The  Den- 
tal Hygenist  from  the  State  Department  of  Education 
talked  to  all  grades  regarding  proper  care  of  the  teeth. 

Health  &  Drug  Programs : 

We  are  continuing  to  increase  our  health  films  and 
lectures  each  year  especially  for  pre-teen  and  teenagers. 
During  either  the  showing  or  the  previewing  of  two  of 
the  health  films,  the  parents  were  invited  to  attend  the 
movie.  Pamphlets  were  given  to  each  parent  that  at- 
tended and  any  others  that  expressed  interest.  Dr. 
David  Bishop  attended  a  class  during  which  a  movie 
was  shown  followed  by  a  lengthy  discussion  for  boys  in 
the  6th,  7th  and  8th  grades. 

Dr.  Christie,  the  pathologist  for  Littleton  Hospital 
presented  a  film  and  lecture  on  Smoking  to  the  5th,  6th, 
7th  and  8th  grades  which  was  extremely  timely  and 
educational  for  the  students. 

The  Student  Council  and  the  8th  grade  were  inter- 
ested in  acquiring  more  information  about  the  drug  sit- 
uation today.  Dr.  David  Bishop  and  Mr.  Arthur  Fro- 
burg,  from  the  White  Mt.  Community  Services  gave 
freely  of  their  time  and  held  discussion  periods  with 
this  group.  This  was  followed  by  more  discussion  at  Mr. 
Froburg's  office  in  Littleton.  The  teachers  have  con- 
tinued the  discussion  in  class  as  the  students  desired  it. 

We  have  again  used  the  White  Mountain  Community 
Services  with  increased  referrals  for  school  problems 
and  for  help  in  our  drug  program.
